Tho manufacture of n fine rod of Rplifc 


bamboo ia a work requiring great skill and 
judgment, not unlike that required to nmko 
tho far famed Cremona violin. 
Tho rods 


are made usually from 
Calcutta bamboo, fts 


it has a larger proportion of enamel with 
tough fiber and long growth between joints. 
In the Japanese bamboo the fibers 
follow 


tho joints too closely, nnd no must bo cut 
into in straightening tho pieces. 
Our 


American cnuo is lighter, and the enamel is 
hard nnd elastic, but tho inner woody fiber 
is soft ns well na brittle. 
Sometimes sevornl 


invoices of Calcutta cano will not contain 
ono suitable piece for rod making. _Tho 
canes mildew on the passage, nnd this in- 
jures tho fibers. Sometimes they are in- 
jured in being straightened over a fire, and 
often n fliuglo worm holo ruins tho entire 
piece. Just as our forest trees havo tho 
thickest nnd roughest bark on tho north 
side, so tho bamboo 1ms thicker nnd harder 
enamel upon whichever side was exposed to 
storms. In making fino rods not only tho 
best cano is selected, but tho best sido of 
this selected cttno is preferred. 


Tho split-bfttnboo rod is nu instance in 


which nature is successfully improved. Tho 
cano in its natural growth lifts grant strength 
ns n hollow cylinder, but it lacks tho re- 
quired 
elasticity. Tho 
ontfir surface or 


enamel is tbo hardest of vegetable growth 
and is mado np largely of silica. 
Tlio rod- 


maker, by using all of tho enamel possi- 
ble, nnd 
by his 
peculiar 
construction 


avoiding tho central open space, secures 
groat strength with lightness, nnd nearly Iho 
elasticity of steel itself. 


In making n rod, somo ton or twelve feet 


of tho butt of tho cano is sawed off nnd split 
into thin pieces or strandf?.

nro then bovolod on each sido RO that when 
fitted together thoy form n solid rod, of say 
hnlf tho diameter or less of tho original hol- 
low cano.
